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ABSTRACT 

<iHo« can X best keep up with the mushrooming cloud of 
environmental news?" This bibliography of environmental periodicals 
was compiled as a guide to help a person identify the environmental 
periodical which will best fit his interests and needs. The 
bibliography is divided into three sections: Annotated Periodicals^ 
Secondary Information Sources* and Additional Periodicals. The 
Annotated Periodicals, the primary environmental information sources, 
provides information concerning publishing, subscription cost, size, 
pages, and the editor. The services and type of information the 
periodical offers, its uses and some of the philosophy are also 
described. Secondary Information Sources provides the same basic 
information as in the Annotated Periodicals Section for the fear 
sources listed under this heading. Popular News Magazines are also 
listed. The Additional Periodicals Section, listing 36 entries, 
provides the name, publisher, editor, subscription price, and a 
sentence describing the periodical for each entry. (TK) 
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FOREWOHD 



"How can I best ke«p up with the mushrooming cloud of environmental 
news?*' That's a question frequently posed to this Center. Undertaking 
our first annotated bibliography of selected sources of environmental 
information was Alex Zaporocec, a graduate student in Water Resources 
hanagenent on leave fron. a pollution-control agency in Csechoslovakia. 
His selections were ratified by the members of our 860 Prosetttinar in 
Environmental Information and Education Programs, and was first published 
July. 1971. 

In the light of the changing components of the environmental I&E 
"ecosystem," a revised and updated bibliography was produced January, 
1973. The revision was performed by Fred Heal, a graduate student in 
Environmental Education, now Supervisor of Environmental Information 
and Education for the Canadian Department of the Environment. 

In Just one year, it haa once again become necessary to revise 
this bibliography. The past year has witnessed the demise of several 
key envlroomental periodicals, including the heralded Clear Creek and 
Environoiental Quality . However, as the following revision reflects, 
many new publications have appeared to take their place. This 1974 
w edition is by Mike Watson , a graduate student in Environments i Educa- 
tion and of the Center staff.
